Strength of the American presi­ 
dency was at its lowest ebb in those 
years th a t preceded the Civil war. 
The wind was being sown; the whirl­ 
wind could not long be delayed. They 
were times of congressional giants, yet 
quality of oratory was of no avail to 
prevent the crash, and quantity of 
statesm anship was a signal failure 
at saving the union. 
T hirteen years before the rebel­ 
lion the H arrison fiasco was repeated. 
The Whigs again shelved the com­ 
promiser Clay and the critic W ebster 
for a m ilitary hero. 64 years old, of 
little or no qualifications beyond vote- 
getting. Zachary Taylor, “Old Rough 
and Ready,” 
had 
com manded the 
arm y of occupation in the early days 
of the Mexican war, and had been 
superseded by Winfield Scott as gen­ 
eral of the arm y of invasioil. 
Here 
were a war record and a grievance,! 
both of which were made cam paign 
issues. 
His running 
mate, 
chosen 
with him at the Philadelphia conven­ 
tion. was Millard Fillmore, a New 
York politician. 
The Democrats at Baltim ore nom ­ 
inated Lewis Cass, of Michigan, v/ho 
declined to oppose slavery and hedged 
on the admission of slave states. T ay­ 
lor was a large slave owner. * The 
aged ex-president 
Van 
Buren was 
nom inated at Buffalo by the Free 
Soil 
< anti-slavery) 
party, and ran 
ahead of Cass in New York and New 
England. 
Taylor wras the last of the W hig 
presidents. 
He died a year and four 
m onths after his inauguration, and 
F'illmore took over an adm inistration 
th at devoted itself to putting off so- 1 


lution of the slavery problem by a 
new Clay compromise. 
This w-as the electoral vote. 
Zachary Taylor. Louisiana, and Mil­ 
lard Fillmore, New York, Whigs, 163 
votes. 
Lewis Cass, Michigan, and William 
O Butler, Kentucky, Democrats, 127. 
The popular vote for Taylor was 
1,360,101; for Cass, 1,220,544; for Van 
Buren, 291,263, again excluding South 
Carolina.
